AT UNIVERSITY. 


Exhaustive Examinations of Large 


Sticks of Lumber Are now Being 


Hade for the First Time. 


BERKELEY, December 7. — Timber 
tests to determine the strength of the 
principal American timbers uned for con- 
struction purposes are now in progress at 
the University of California. 
The teats 


are being made under the dire ctlon of ' he 
Bureau of Forestry and are for the benoflt 
of construction engineers and sclent flc 
men who are interested In the strenjrth 
of different wood fibres. 
• It la planned by the Forestry Bureau 
|B> make tables of the results of the 
tests, giving the 
strength 
"f 
different 
•American woods. 
These- will be arranged 


In convenient form so that they may 
be readily referred to. 
The tests will 
be in cross-bending and breaking and 
compression with and against the grain 
and shearing. 
This will be the first time that com- 
plete and satisfactory tests on large sticks 
of lumber have ever been mado In th'.s 
county. 
The chief timbers now being 
tested are the southern pine and the red 
flr of the Pacific Coast. 
Special atten- 
tion Is given to the effects of moisture 
on the strength of the wood. The tests 
on red fir that are to be made here will 
be on woods contributed by wood manu- 
facturers.

DISMISS STUDENT 


FOR DISHONESTY, 


BERKELEY, December 7.—The follow- 


ing simple notice that has been posted 
on the bulletin boards of the University 
of California, tells of tne dismissal of a 
student for cheating:

"On December 4. 1903, In 
accordance 


, with a recommendation by the committee 
' on students affairs, the President dis- 
missed from the University a-'student who 
used dishonest- methods in an examina- 
tion." 
The name of the dishonored student Is 
withheld. 


BERKELEY, December 7.—Another ef- 


fort to have an "Honor system" Intro- 
duced at th« University of California will 


_ be made at a meeting of the Associated 
i Students next Friday morning. The pro- 
posed plan was voted down last year 
when the cry of "student spy system" 
and "tattling" was raised. 
The main object of the honor system 
Is to do away with cheating or cribbing 
during examination?. 
A student who 
caught another cheating would be ex- 
pected to Inform on him at a student 
court. The collegian would then bo tried 
by regularly appointed students who 
would decide on his jjuilt or innocence. 
William L. Flnley, a collegian who Is 
strongly advocating a reconsideration of 
the system, has the following to say on 
the subject: 
"The very essence r>f the student honor 
system lies In the fa'^t that cheating and 
cribbing Is done awc.y with. Of course 
<:very trace of dishonesty would not dis- 
appear that would be laeal, but the sys- 
tem reduces cheating in examinations to 
the strictest minimum. An honor code 
would not lead to distrust of student for 
student. 
No person 
would be amaH 
enough to attend classes with the do- 
liberate .Intention of spying. The honor 
system really means that students will 
have the implicit confidence In the hon- 
esty of their fellow-members, and that 
students and faculty may repose a mu- 
tual trust in each other. 
There would 


naturally be a few cases In the beginning 
where strict punishment might be neces- 
sary, but let this br! meted out with fair- 
ness and Justice and. the 
crucial test 
would be passed, tho honor system would1 
become as much a part of college life as'< 
any tradition and any 
breach 
of 
the 
system -would by the very ad be regarded 
as a violation of a .sacred trust-. 
"When our student body voted on'the* 
question of establishing an honor system 
in 1902. It was acknowledged that the sys- 
tem was not trlven a fair consideration. 
Thore had been little discussion of the 
Question, many diil not understand Its 


I full significance ai:d many more know 
j practically nothing of the working ot 
the system In other universities. 
For 
these same reasons tlio system would 
probably be rejected again by the student 
body, but it would be well for any who 
oppose the honor i-ystcm to examine It 
as it Is used today at Princeton and. 
see the results it has accomplished. W« ' 
are sure to have a- similar system hero 
at California some day, because it Is In 
the trend of modern university life. 
The 
only question Is how long will we waltT 
If our university life Is to reach Its real 
significance there must ne o. real and 
tangible force behind student opinion, tha 
student body must have confidence in 
Itself, It must have backbone to step out 
and act for Itself und not contimio for- 
ever to be ruled and governed by the 
faculty as a child is directed b'y Its 
father."

PUBLIC LAND LAWS. 


"Experience has shown that In th« 
western States themselves, as well a* 
in the rest of the country, there Is 
widespread conviction that certain of 
the public land laws and the resulting 
administrative 
practice, 
no 
longer 
meet the present needs. The character 
and uses of the remaining public lands 
differ widely from those of the public 
lands which Congress had especially 
In view when these laws were passod. 
The rapidly increasing rate of disposal 
of the public lands is not fol'owed by 
a corresponding Increase In home- 
building. There Is a tendency to mass 
In large 
holdings public lands, es- 
pecially timber and grazing lands, and 
thereby to retard settlement. I rcn^v 
and emphasize my declaration of Ipst 
year that so far as they are available 
for agriculture In Its broadest seme, 
and to whatever exient they may be 
reclaimed under tho national irriga- 
tion law, the remaining public lards 
should be held rigidly for the homo 
bulldor. 
The attention of the Con- 
gress is especially directed

In other words, 
ability, energy, fidelity, and all other 
similar qualities determine the rank of 
a man year after year In West Point, 
and "his standing in the Army when 
he graduates from West Point; but 
from that time on, all effort to find 
which man is best or •worst, and re- 
ward Or punish him accordingly, is 
abandoned; no brilliancy, no amount 
of hard work, no eagerness dn the per- 
formance of duty, can advance him, 
and no slackness or indifference that 
falls short of a court-martial offense 
can retard him. Until this system is 
changed we can not hope that our 
officers will be of as high grade as 
we have a right to expect, consider- 
ing the material upon which we draw. 
Moreover, when a man renders sud> 
service as Captain Pershlng rendered 
last sprin» in the Moro campaign, it 
oug-ht to be possible to reward him 
without at once Jumping him to the 
grado of brigadier-general.

divided. Its successor, the 
Govern- 
ment of Colombia, has ceased to own 
any property on the Itthmus. A new- 
Republic, that of Pana na, which was 
at one time a sovereig i State, and at 
another time a mere department of 
the successive eonfedi rations known 
as New Grenada and Colombia, haB 
now succeeded to the rights which 
first one and then the other formerly 
exercised over the 1st imus. 
But as 


long as the Isthmus en-lures, th« mere 
geographical fact of its existence, and 
the peculiar interest tl ereln which is 
required -by our posit on, perpetuate 
the solemn contract w ilch bln'ds the 
holders of the territory to respect our 
rlght to freedom of transit across It, 
and binds us In retuV i to safeguard 
for 'the Isthmus and the world the 
exercise .of that inestir table privilege. 
The true Interpretation of the obliga- 
tions upon which the United States 
entered In this treaty o 1845 has been 
given repeatedly In th" utterances of 
Presidents and Secret, riea of State. 
Secretary Cass in 1868 ifflcl-ally stated 
the position of this < lovernment as 
follows: 
" 'The progress of e ents has ren- 
dered the Interoceanlc r rate across the 
narrow portion

COURSE OF UNITED STATES. 
"The duty of the United States In 
the premises was clear. In strict ac- 
cordance vith the principles laid down 
by Secretaries Cass and Seward In 
the official documents above quoted, 
the United States gave notice that It 
would permit the landing of no ex- 
peditionary force, -the arrival of which 
along the line of the railroad and ot 
the proposed canal, and an Interrup- 
tion of transit as an Inevitable conse* 
quence. 
The de facto Government of 
Panama was recognized in the follow- 
ing telegram to Mr. Ehrman: 
" 'The people of Panama have, by 
apparently unanimous movement, dis- 
solved their political connection with 
the Republic 
of 
Colombia and re- 
sumed their independence. When you 
are satisfied that a de facto govern- 
ment, republican in form and wltn- 
out substantial opposition 
from 
its 


own people, has been established In 
the State of Panama, you will enter 
Into relations with it as the respon* 
Bible government of the territory, and 
look to' It for ajl duo action to protect 
the persons and property of eitiaena 
of: the United States, and to keep open 
the Isthmian transit,

with th.e obligations of existing treat- 
ies governing the relations

United States to that territory.' 
"The Government of Colombia was 


notified of our action by the follow- 
ing telegram to Mr. Beaupra: 
" 'The people of Panama having, by 


an apparently unanimous movement, 
dissolved their 
political 
connection 


with the Republic of Colombia and re- 
sumed their independence, and having 
adonted a government of their own, 
republican in form, -with which the 
Government of the United States of 
America 
has 
entered Into relations, 
the President of the United States, In 
accordance with the ties of friendship 
which have so long and ao happily 
existed between the respective nations, 
most earnestly commends to the Gov- 
ernments of Colombia -and 
Panama 
the peaceful and equitable settlement 
of all questions at Issue between them. 
He holds that he is bound not merely 
by treaty obligations, but by the In- 
terests of civilization, to see that the 
peaceful traffic of the world across 
the Isthmus

of the conclusion of the irettty, which 
was to them a matter 
>f vital con- 


cern. 
When It became evident tHat 
the treaty was hopelessly lost, the peo- 
ple, of Panama rose llti rallv as one 
man. Not a shot was fl ed by a sin- 
gle man on the lothmui 1:.. the interest. 


the revolutions, rebellions, 
tlons, clots and other outbreaks that 
have occurred during the period in 
question; yet they number 53 for the 
57 years.

even though to do so would have been 
to its ad-vilntage and immeasurably to 
the advantage ot the State of Panama, 
at that time under Its Jurisdiction; 
third, that throughout this period rev- 
olutions, riots and factional dlsturu- 
ances of every k'ind have occurred one 
after the other in alm<>8t uninterrupt- 
ed succession, some of them lasting 
for months and even for yeaj's, while 
the central government was unable to 
put them down or to make peace with 
the rebels; fourth, that these dis- 
turbances instead of showing any sign 
of abating have tende-.l to grow more 
numerous and more serious in the im- 
mediate past; fifth, that the control 
of Colombia over the Isthmus of Pan- 
ama could not be maintained without 
the armed Intervention and assistance 
of the United States. In other words, 
the Government of Colombia, though 
wholly unable to maintain order or. the 
Isthmus, has nevertheless declined to 
ratify a treaty the conclusion of which 
opened the only change to secure its 
own stability and to guarantee perma- 
nent peace on, and ihe construction 
of a canal across, the Isthmus.
